$750,000 ROAD 
PROGRAM WILL 
OPEN MONDAY 


1,500 Men and _ 1,000 
Horses To Work On 
Highways 


Provincial - municipal tax ar- | 
rears $750,000 highway construc- 
tion program will swing into 
action Monday with 1,500 men | 
and 1,000 horses employed, Hon. 
W. A. Fallow, minister of public 
works announced Saturday. Many | 
municipalities will join in the | 
Program with the government, | 
said the minister, although many 
have not yet signified their inten- 
tion of doing so. 

Mr. Fallow stated that munici- 
palities failing to notify the gov- 
ernment of their participation by 
early next week, would be regard- 
ed as deciding to stay out of the 
program. 

Plans drafted for the project call 
for municipal residents carrying out 
$3 worth of work and the munici- | 
pality will credit the resident with) 
$2 of this against tax arrears, and 
he will receive $1 in cash. 

In all the plan will involve an| 
expenditure of $750,000. Of this 
amount $250,000 is being provided 
by the government and $500,000 will | 
be absorbed in tax arrears.

SALT SURFACE 
FOR EDMONTON. 
ST. ALBERT ROAD 


Salt from the Fort McMurray de- 
posits will be used to stabilize the | 
Edmonton-St. Albert road, which is | 


now under reconstruction, Hon. W. 
A. Fallow, minister of public works, | | 
stated Saturday. 

Use of the salt—officially known | 
as calcium chloride—will be the first | 
experiment of its kind carried out 
in the northern part of this prov- 
ince. 

“We expect it to be 
here, where there is more moisture,” 
he said. ‘It has been tried in the 
south part of the province, but due! 
to drougth, did not fulfill expecta-| 
tions.” 

Mr. Fallow stated that if moisture 
conditions prove favorable the salt 
surfacing will be as satisfactory as 
a hard-surfaced road. The top of 
the highway, which is being recon- 
structed, will be loosened to four 
inches beneath the surface and the 
salt will be spread and mixed with 
the dirt 

The surface will be rolled and} 
the moisture will cause it to harden | 
like cement, Mr, Fallow stated

Inviting a Boycott? 


Ankara reports that Germany has 
failed to send along war materials or- 
dered there before the Anglo-Turkish de- 
fence agreement was made; wherefore 
Turkey is holding up supplies of minerals, 
eereals and fruits which were to be ship- 
ped to Germany in payment. The Turks ap- 
parently are taking no chances on ex- 
tending credits to Berlin, and want the 
goods in hand before they remit. Trade 
between the two countries had been fairly 
large, and the Turks should know on what 
basis it is safe to do business with the 
Nazis, | 

The direct implication is that Turkev 
is not getting the war materials because it | 
has joined the anti-aggresion league.

These annoying noises may occur 
in one ear, or both, and may be 
present for only a short time, or 
present all of the time.
